Headquarters has attempted to compose 

a paper presenting an impartial and objective asseaement and evaluation of AELICTOR I'e 

KUBARK services but has found this virtually impoeaible because of the amount of data 

mieeing from the AELICTOR 1 file. Therefore rather than the trensmiselon of a finvil

Headquarters* evaluation report, this dispatch transmits a raxiMty xjft h i afl gi kA Ji and 
questions which n it is hoped k±±± the Field will answer so that the final sum-i;ation 
can be prepared at Headquarters. To assist in this attempt to clarify AELICTOR l*a 
performance for KUB/iRK, it la sug^eetedthe t the agent be questioned on all ma'ters needing 
clarification and be submiVed to a final U3FL\JT*ER examination. While It is not 
believed thaut at this time tliat AELICTOR 1 is Mix or has been actively cooperating with 
the RI3, it is felt that ell of the items raised in this paper need cierification and 
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that Subject haa not been completely open with KUB/JIK nor profeeeional in carrying 
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out hia operational asaignmente for FOB* In oonclueion, it ie hoped that thia 

Headquartere* review will a eiat not only the Field in timtx ite final efforts but 
will aleo be of value to Headquarters* desk officers who may have occasion to read

a. Although FOB requested it, there is no indication that MOB ever traced 

AEiilOTOR X 1 with UPHILL. In view of what later transpired this should have been done and 

should agrtm be done now before the case Is closed. 

b. Although Subject had workdd for many yearn for the British Army 
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and ha a numerous Xettore of reference to prove it, ha waa not traced with SM01!H« SMOTH 
possibly had information on him simply bocause he fell under British juriediotion in 

Germany but also because he was a oloae friend of (as previously mentioned) who 

was admittedly in the employ of SMOTH* 

0 * Although Subject’s mother and daughter had no trouble immigrating to the 
United States, Subject, himeelf, vras apparently refused this privilege* The xtBxy reason 
for this refusal is not clear from the case file but a Headquarters' officer who knows 
the agent recalls that the refusal was based on a denunciation that Subject was a 


collaborationist with the Na 2 ia* This point should be clarified

already ibszaxi revealed that BAUJIU^rAS may be Identical with a well-known Communist sym- 
pathizer and financial contributor in the United States* Will the Field determine additional

6. This pert of the Subject's story appears to be the most critical in that he has 
obviously given several variations of the incidents v/hlch occurred after havlrg previously 
failed to mention the incident at all. Most of this bueinese came to KUBARK's attention 


only two years after Subject wae reorjitod and only iijuc following two LOFLUTTBR oxtDinstiotu 


which revealed that Subject wae disturbed whan aeked about events in Ms life which j 

occurred in 1^1 during the Soviet occupation of Lithuania* Subject's explatatione do not ; 

appear too valid and it is logical to assunie that Subject is still withholding inforoBation 

from U 0 joncerning this period. It is suggested that Subject be reinterrogatdd on this 

period In his life and be given another U/FLUTiEH examination which will include such 

specific queatione as i Were you ever arreeted by the 3ovietst| Did you ever sign a 

eeoreoy agreement for the Sovietst, Have you ever oornmunlca ed with the RI8 frcn outside 

the USSHT In other words | it is suggested that a series of very specific queetiona night 

resolve this matter whern in the past the questions asked on the technical examination havt 

BBt been of a much more general nature*
